It is now under confideration not to borrow any money 
next year. The ‘I'reafury are to get leave from Parliament 
to iffue bonds or bills to the extent of ten millions, as they 
fhall have occafion for it, in fums of roo |. sol. and 25 1. 
each, to bear intereft at 5 per cent. or 4 and 1 -half, like Ex- 
chequer bills. ‘Thefe bills are to be made receivable for all 
duties at the Cuftom-houfe, Excife, Stamp Office, Salt Of- 
fice, &c. and the inteveit duc on them to be allowed to the 
time of payment. ‘This fcheme will be a vaft faving to the 
public, and at the fame time very convenient to individuals, 
particularly ‘to all the colleétors of duties, who have all mo- 
ney in their hands for fome time, and who will ‘find it very 
advantageous to pucchafe thefe bills, even at a {mall premi- 
um, by which means they will be making 5 per cent. for all 
the money Which often lies unemployed with them. And all 
that Governmest will have occafion to raife, will be the fum 
of four or five hundred thoufand pounds to pay the interett 
of thefe bills; two hundred thoufand pounds of which are 
already fupplied, by the reduction of twenty millions of 4 
per cents. which fall to 3 per cent. at Chriltmas next; and, 
it is expected the India Company will pay the remaining 
three hundred thoufaad pounds far the prolongation of their 
Such a plan will aftonifh our enemies, and tend 
more to bring about a peace than half a dozen of victories. 

We hear from Coventry, that lal week, at the Quarter. 
feffions for that city, upwards of 150 indictments were pres 
ferred againtt the rioting Buues, for their outrageous and 
inhuman behaviour during the late contelt for Mémber of 
Parliament. The rioting has not ccafed, a mob parading the 
ftreets every night with blue flags and lighted torches, break- 
ing windows and doing other mifchief. ; ‘ 

In the Pennfyleania Guzette of Auguft 23. in their ac- 
counts from the army at Charicltowa, they fay that Lord 
Cornwallis had returned to Charleftown with his whole ar- 
my retreating ; the Britifh horfe had been moitly cut off, 
Colonel Tarleton wounded, and Lord Rawdon killed ;- the 
rebels had got between Lord Cornwallis and the town, and 
the Britith troops were very fickly, &c. &c.—From this may 
be feen to what wretched thifts the Congrefs are put to, to 
fupport their caufe ; but it is much to be lamented, that in 
thefe wanton tricks to. keep up the fpirits of rebellion, they 
fhould thus boldiy mention names of killed, wounded, and 
taken with fo much indifference, as it muft alarm and di- 
itrefs the’ friends ‘and families of many a worthy gentleman 
in the field, 

The Botton papers are full of extracts from the Parlia- 
mentary Regifter, particularly the examination of witneffes 
before Parliament, on the conduct of Genera! Howe in A- 
merica ; but they do not infert the whole of the evidence, 
only fuch parts as they think will favour the American 
caufe, 

Portugal joining the armed neutrality will undoubtedly 
caufe her to fall a facrifice to her own folly. For the com- 
moditics we fend to Portugal we can find a*perchant elfe- 
where ; but thofe the fells to us no other country will take 
off her hands. Her new friends of France’and Spain have 
wine-fruit, and falt enough of their own, The Portugal 
wines feem defigned by nature for Britith confumption, be- 
ing, by their quality, better adapted to this climate than 
any other, he Dutch, indeed, may take fome, in ordee¢ 
to fupply us; but the quantity will be very {mall in propor- 
tion to what we now take; and the Dutch want the com- 
modities to exchange for wiries and fruit, with which Enag- 
land ufe to fupply Portugal.. Hence the vine-yards and 
orange-groves will foon become of no value, from the inabi-~ 
lity:of the: holders. of. them to pay their rent, for want of 
fale of their produce ; and, finally, her commerce will be 
deftroyed. mS, 

The next meeting of Parliament will be the molt impor- 
tant of any for a century palit. The conduct of the Irith, 
the armed neutrality, and the operations againft America, 
will be three grand objects. And, notwithitanding the many

Lord Cornwallis having only za90 men to 7000, they 
fuppofed themfelves certain of victory ia the fields a4 his 
Lordthip, they thought, would in that cafe have nothing 
left but to make a good retreat, and return to Charleltown 
with a view of defending that city. They, therefore, :re- 
folved, as appears by thefe private letters, to fet the-city on 
fire in. feveral plages at the fame time; and, it is generally 
thought, that this fcheme of firiug the town would haveta- 
ken place, notwithttanding his Lordérip’s fuécets in, the 
field, had not his Lordthip hanged up forte who were found 
to be trajtors immediately after the battle. 


It alfo appears, ‘by’ thefe private letteray thet the. fridads,

Ten more prifoners have been feized by Loid Cornwallis, 
and fent to Auguftine forconniving with the rebels.— 
Among them are three clergymen of the Charch of Eng- 
land, the only three left, “All the ‘reft they feightened or 
drove away in the early ftate of the troubles.

Mr Sheriff Crichton was very fevere on the conduct of 
Adminiftration, and traced the unhappy riots hack to the 
period of time when the mob affembled in Palace-yard.
